Features of Mystery Dungeons 


“Mystery dungeons” are mysterious places that change their layout every 
time you enter them. Once you’ve entered a dungeon, you may not leave 
it until you reach its end or you are defeated and expelled. The stairways 
in the dungeons are all one-way: you can’t return to the previous floor 
once you’ve gone up or down them. Also, if you spend too much time on 
the same floor, you will be automatically expelled from the dungeon asif 

you were defeated. wt m } Stairs. | 


Discover the Secret Bazaar! 
As the story progresses, you might find the Hidden Stairs Ij that lead 


to the Secret Bazaar. Bazaar members allow you to escape from the 
dungeon or to recover HP and PP, as long as you have enough Poké! 
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Battles in dungeons use a turn-based system. Whenever you take an 
action, other team members and enemy Pokémon will each take an 


action of some sort as well. This sequence is called a “turn”. Enemy 7: 4 ) 


Pokémon will not do anything until you do, so act wisely. 


Action 


Moves can inflict heavy damage and/or weaken enemies. Another benefit 
of moves is that you are rewarded with more Exp. Points from a defeated 
enemy if a move has been used on it. Gain levels by attacking with moves! 


Restore your HP by using items or by travelling across the floor of the 
dungeon you're on. You can also quickly restore 1 HP while standing still 
by pressing the A Button and B Button at the same time. However, this 
will also skip turns, so your Belly will go down and enemy Pokémon will 
continue to prowl the dungeon.

Certain kinds of enemy moves and traps can cause your team members to 
be afflicted with a status problem like Poisoned or Paralysis. Status problems 
may inflict damage and/or cause other problems such as immobility or an 
inability to use moves. Heal your Pokémon with Seeds, Berries or other items. 
Status problems can also be cured by going on to the dungeon’s next floor. 


Pokémon types play a part in explorations. For example, Water-type Pokémon 
can freely walk through water. A Pokémon that can’t walk in water might 
find itself in water after, for example, switching places with another Pokémon 
as shown on the screen to the right. If this happens, it will be warped to 
somewhere Close to the team leader. 
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How Enemy Pokémon Behave 


Almost all of the enemy Pokémon in dungeons will attack your team 
using the shortest possible route upon spotting you. They will move 
randomly or sleep until they spot you, so try to move carefully to 
avoid detection. Once Chimecho Assembly (P. 30) has opened, you 
can recruit defeated enemies into your team. 





Being Attacked by Enemies 
While battling enemies, team members may be afflicted by reduced ES BTS 
stats or be in danger of fainting from low HP (as shown on the right).
